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Fluoridation may return 
to town water supply

WILMINGTON - Local health 
officials met with selectmen Mon- 
day night to discuss the possible 
‘benefits of fluoridating the town’s 
jwater supply for the first time 
Since the early 1960s. 

«While all surrounding area 
ities and towns have been fluori- 


for the town since it is estimated 
to cost approximately $13,000 
annually with residents paying 
about 50 cents a year for the 
treatment and increasing their 
oral health greatly. Ficociello 
added that statistics show that 
residents of fluoridated communi- 
ties have experienced up to a 93 
percent decrease in cases of tooth 
decay and negative side effects 
are not common. 

“As of today, there’s no evidence 
that says that if used correctly 
and at the right dosages, fluoride 
is harmful,” said Ficociello. 
“There doesn’t seem to be any 
downside to this.” 

Health Director Gregory Erick- 
son said that it was too soon to 
tell when such a project could be 
up and functioning but said that 
the feasibility study must first be 
completed and then the final cost 
figured.

WILMINGTON- A routine exam- 
ination of two Turkish men turned 
into a week long adventure for

Plan for Lowell Street 
improvements unveiled 


By PAUL HAYES 
WILMINGTON- Plans for the 
reconstruction and widening of 
Lowell Street (Rte. 129) were un- 
veiled at a public hearing in Town 
Hall on Thursday night. 
Approximately one mile of Low- 
ell Street will be reconstructed, 
from where it intersects with Rte. 
38, to a point 525 feet short of 
where it intersects with Woburn 
Street. 
The road will be widened to in- 
clude two 11 and a half foot wide 
travel lanes, and two 6 and a half 
foot shoulder (or breakdown) 
lanes. Improvements will also be 
made to the intersection of routes 
38 and 129, including the replace- 
ment of a blinking yellow signal 
with a full set of traffic lights, and 
a left turn lane on Rte. 38 south 
onto Rte. 129 east. 
The project will cost an estimat- 
ed $1.8 million, the federal gov- 
ernment will pay 80 percent 
through the Surface Transporta- 
tion Program, and the state will 
pay the remaining 20 percent. It 
will be advertised to contractors 
in the Fall of this year, and work 
is expected to begin in the sum- 


ing construction, although one 
lane may be restricted at certain 
times during the construction pro- 
cess.

This would 
create a continuous betterment of 
roads between Shawsheen Avenue 
and Woburn Street.

When we're working, we 
pay FICA taxes—a Social Security tax of 
6.2 percent on wages up to $72,600 plus 
Medicare tax of 1.4S percent on all earned 
income, twice those rates if we're self- 
‘employed.

The litmus 
test is “base income"; adjusted gross 
income plus any tax-exempt interest 
received plus half of Social Security bene- 
fits received.

Scam offers Social 
Security refund 


BOSTON -The Internal Revenue 
Service has warned taxpayers not 
to fall victim to a scam offering 
them refunds of the Social Security 
taxes they have paid during their 
lifetimes. The victim pays a paper- 
work fee of $100, plus a percentage 
of any refund received, to file a 
refund claim with the IRS. 

“This is nothing more than a 
hoax designed to fleece the victims 
for the up front fee,” said Fred 
Aufiero, Chief Criminal Investiga- 
tion Division. “The law does not 
allow such a refund of Social Secu- 
rity taxes paid, and the IRS will 
contact taxpayers filing these 
claims.” 

The IRS processing centers are 
alert to this hoax and have been 


stopping the false claims. The IRS 
has already blocked nearly 1,100 
refund claims totaling nearly $95 
million 

Aufiero cautioned that during 
the tax-filing season, some people 
try to take advantage of innocent 
taxpayers by offering questionable 
tax advice for an unusual fee. When 
a fee is tied to a percentage of the 
refund, as in this scam, the tax- 
payer will do well to question the 
whole affair.

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Because Odyssey of the Mind’s 
guidelines do not allow the student 
teams to receive any outside assis- 
tance, the coaches roles are lim- 
ited. 

“The coach can not offer any 
assistance or criticism, they can’t 
touch anything,” said Campbell. 
“Everything has to be 100 percent 
by the student team members.” 

These coaches oversee 11 teams 
of seven students apiece, who re- 
cently competed in the regional 
Odyssey of the Mind competition at 
Andover High School on March 6. 

This includes a team of North 
Intermediate School students 
coached by Campbell, who won first 
in their division and will move on to 
the state competition in Bedford on 
April 10. 

The team is madeup of Meeghan 
Campbell, Jaclyn Nikodemos, 
Emily Maloney, Michael Cullen, 
Mellisa Estremera, Scott Brady and 
Dan Shibilia. 

The Odyssey of the Mind school 
program fosters creative thinking 
and problem-solving skills among 
participating students from kinder- 
garten through college, and intends 
for kids to learn skills such as team- 
work, decision making, problem 
solving and self confidence. 

The competition consists of two 
team presentations, a long-term 
presentation for which students 
spend months preparing, and a 
spontaneous presentation in which

students are presented a problem 
that they must solve immediately 
without preparation 

There are various long-term pre- 
sentation topics, and each student 
team is eligible to choose from a list 
of topics depending on their Odys- 
sey of the Mind division level. 

To illustrate the advanced na- 
ture of the presentation topics, one 
of this years topics - entitled “O, My 
Faire Shakespeare” - requires stu- 
dents to perform a scene based on 
a play by William Shakespeare, 
which must include an original hu- 
morous character, ten lines from a 
Shakespearean play, featurea team 
created song, be set in a historical 
setting, and come complete with a 
team created poster advertising 
their scene 

Student teams are judged in three 
areas: the solution of the long term 
problem, the spontaneous problem, 
and the style of the solution and the 
overall effect of the long term pro- 
gram. 

Campbell’s team took first in the 

“Know Your Customer” topic, which 
required the team to perform a 
scene involving a sales transaction 
between two or more co-workers 
and their customer(s), set in any 
time period, which had to include a 
memorable customer, a demonstra- 
tion of an original product which 
reflects the era the scene is set in, 
and include a prop that completes a 
task or function.

Students spen

Tewksbury - What do Mardi Gras 
James Bond, and Pablo Picasso’s 
masterpiece “Guernica” have in 
common? They are all things four 
students from Tewksbury Memo 
rial High School encountered on 
their recent trip to Spain. 

The students, seniors Julie Grif 
fin, Lisa Marco, and Julie Ne: 
and junior Erica Rodrigues, along 
with advisor Mrs. Henrietta Araujo, 
traveled to Bilbao, Spain during 
February vacation. They stayed 
with their host families in the sub 
urbs of Bilbao, which is located in 
the northeastern part of the coun- 
try, near France (In terms of 
distance, the suburbs of Bilbao are 
what Cambridge and Somerville are 
to Boston.) 

The girls spent almost each day 
of the week doing something differ- 
ent, They spent the four weekend 
days they were there with their 
host families, two days in classes at 
Askartza-Claret (the private, Catho- 
lic, K-12 school TMHS exchanges 
with) and the rest of the week going 
on field trips. 

The Americans went on three 
fieldtrips with Mrs. Araujo, a Span- 
ish teacher at the high school who 
has been to Spain several times. 
One of those was a day trip to 
downtown Bilbao where they-went 
tothetwo-year-old Guggenheim Mu- 
seum, That same day they also had 
their brush with stardom, in more 
ways than one. They happened 


upon the filming of the new James 


; Bond movie with Pierce Brosnan 


(who waved to them through a win- 
dow) and were interviewed by a 
local television channel, which was 
later aired on the nightly news 
broadcast 

The second field trip was to the 
town of Guernica, about an hour 
from Bilbao, which was destroyed 
by German bombers in 1937. The 
town is the subject of Picasso’s 
famed “Guernica,” of which the 
original is in Madrid They also 
visited a church that was built back 
in the 13th century 

A day trip to France was the 
third field trip on which Mrs. Araujo 
took the girls. They spent an entire 
day in Bayonne, a three and a half 
hour bus ride from Bilbao and vis- 
ited the Cathedral of Bayonne. The 
construction-on the cathedral be- 
gan in the 13th century and was 
finally completed in the 16th cen- 
tury. 

The students from Tewksbury 
High were lucky enough to be in 
Spain (a widely Catholic country; 
students have the week before and 
the week after Easter off) for Mardi 
Gras, or Fat Tuesday, the day be- 
fore Ash Wednesday (which is the 
first day of Lent in the Catholic 
religion). The girls celebrated 
Mardi Gras by going to carnival 
celebrations, some of which they 
dressed in costumes for, and danc- 
ing. 

The four American exchange 


students got along quite well with 
their host families, being invited to 
stay with them again over vaca- 
tions and the summer. According 
to Mrs. Araujo, “The host parents 
were very pleased with the Ameri- 
can students,” and even sent gifts 
home for the American parents. 
This trip of a lifetime cost each 
of the students about $800. Much of 
that money covered airfare (they 
flew six hours from Boston to Lon- 
don and then to Bilbao), as well as 
field trips and insurance. The only 
requirements to go were that they 
had at least three years of Spanish 
and doing well in the class (i.e. a 
“B” or better). Of course, they also 
had to be at least somewhat fluent 
in the language since they spoke it 
the entire time they were there. In 
the past, trips lasted for three weeks, 
one before and one after February 
vacation, but since the implemen- 
tation of block scheduling last year, 
that long of a trip has not been 
possible because of the amount of 
school students would miss. 
Tewksbury High School is ex- 
pecting twelve Spanish students 
next September for three weeks (as 
well as English and Australian stu- 
dents in October and November, 
respectively) and need to find host 
families for them to stay with. If 
there are any foreign language stu- 
dents at the high school who are 
interested in being a host, please 
contact Mr. Leo Frechette, coordi- 
nator of the International Club.

The Konukoglu’s were so grate- 
ful to Leonardo for opening his 
office on Saturday and charging 
them normal rates, and were so 
impressed with his ability, that 
they invited him to teach a week 
long seminar to the physical ther- 
apists, neurosurgeons and ortho- 
pedic surgeons at Konukoglu 
Hospital, as well as clinicians 
from other Gaziantep hospitals. 

Leonardo had taught seminars 
on spinal treatment twice a year, 
as part of the continuing educa- 
tion program at North Shore Com- 
munity College in Danvers, so he 
was familiar with teaching the 
seminar format. 

Leonardo taught at Sani 
Konukoglu hospital, a 6,000 square 
foot, 155 room facility completed 
three years ago. The hospital is 
named for the brothers deceased 
father, who started the holding 
company 50 years ago. 

In its short existence, the hospi- 
tal has provided 12,500 families 
with food aid per year, 4,200 people 
with clothing assistance per year, 
and 2,800 students with a years 
worth of school supplies each 
year. 

Aecording to Leonardo, the hos- 
pital was the equal of any medical 
facility in the Boston area. When 


he arrived he saw a patient who's 
arm had been reattached and was 
functional, after an operation per- 
formed by a neurosurgeon and two 
orthopedic surgeons. 

“Around here, a team of five or 
more surgeons would have worked 
on the same patient,” Leonardo 
said. “It shows you don’t have to 
be in Boston to receive excellent 
medical treatment.” 

For five days in a row Leonardo 
gave morning lectures to the staff, 
and spent the afternoon providing 
clinical consultation to patients. 
But after work, Leonardo lived the 
whirlwind life of a celebrity. 

Every night, Leonardo attended 
dinner parties, some formal and 
some casual. At the dinner parties 
he hobnobbed with Turkish offi- 
cials, and the American ambassa- 
dor and consulate to Turkey. 

He was interviewed by a Turkish 
newspaper, and spent an hour 
fielding questions related to spinal 
treatment on a call-in T.V. show. 

“The show was only scheduled to 
last an hour, but it was extended 
nearly another hour which really 
messed up the schedule,” 
Leonardo said. “But afterwards I 
was told the volume of calls was 
so great we could have lasted for 
another two hours.” 

Not only was Leonardo treated 
well, but he ate well during his

stay in Gaziatep. He said Turkish 
food was spicy, and contained a lot 
of peppers. It featured primarily 
boiled meats (not pork) and veg- 
etables, often served as kabobs, 
and while it was different from 
American fare it was very good. 

“If I couldn’t pronounce the 
name, and I'd never seen it before, 
then I definitely ate it,” Leonardo 
said. “I wanted to get the full ex- 
perience.” 

His gastronomic experimenta- 
tion led him to try foods as exotic, 
and unusual to an American pal- 
ette, as octopus and goat esopha- 
gus. In fact the only food he was 
offered but didn’t try was the goat 
trachea, which he said smelled 
bad. 

Leonardo also proved he had an 
iron stemach, which surprised the 
Turkish doctors. After they asked 
him how his stomach felt for five 
straight days, Leonardo asked if 
USS. visitors normally got sick 
from eating Turkish food. 
~“They all nodded in unison and 
said “Oh yes,” Leonardo said. 

This sort of chiding reflects the 
good spirited relations Leonardo 
had with the hospital staff, who 
interrelated with one another like 
a family, Leonardo said. 

“In Turkey, there was no separa- 
tion between the doctors and the 
custodial staff on a social level, 
everyone was down to earth,” 
Leonardo said 

He said his visit to Gaziantep 
also impressed upon him the long 
history of other civilizations. 

“You think Boston’s old, but in 
Turkey I jogged past castles that 
were 5,000 years old, and in 
Antioch I saw the first Christian 
church which is over 2,000 years 
old,” Leonardo said 

Although Gaziantep has modern 
facilities such as Konukoglu Hos- 
pital, it still retains many old 
world characteristics. 

Leonardo describes the open 
market there as akin to Boston's 
North End 80 years ago. The 
streets are lined with meat, mar- 
kets, complete with whole skinned 
animals, as well as rugmakers, 
yarnmakers, and tin, copper and 
silversmiths operating out of little 
shops no larger than a bedroom. 

He was also impressed with how 
courteous and friendly the 
Turkish people were. 

Because of the American. dollars 
strength in Turkey, he attempted 
to buy his son a pair of soccer 
shoes at a discount. But he had 
trouble communicating with a 22- 
year old Turkish clerk in a depart- 
ment store. 

“I. couldn't speak Turkish, and 
the man couldn’t speak English, 
but we connected through ges- 
tures,” Leonardo said. “Although I 
eventually found out the shoes 
were out of stock, the clerk was

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But state Highway Department 
representative Charles O’Brien 
said the expansion of the project 
had not been approved because of 
cost limitations, but said the mat- 
ter may be reconsidered at a later 
date. 

The area of the project which 
received the most attention was 
the intersection of routes’129 and 
38. 

Selectman Mike McCoy, owner of 
rental property at 71 Lowell St., 
and Michael’s Place restaurant, 
110 Lowell St., said traffic signals 
proposed for the intersection 
would create a disastrous situa- 
tion. 

McCoy said the signals would 
exacerbate traffic problems _al- 
ready created by other traffic sig- 
nals at the intersections of routes 
38 and 62, and Lowell and Woburn 
streets. He added that a light at 
the intersection of routes 38 and 
Lowell Street would create a bot- 
tleneck, which would result in a 
nightmare traffic situation during 
a snowstorm when Lowell Street 
traffic moves slowly. 

“As of now, traffic blends in at 
[the Rte. 38/Rte. 129] intersection, 
and continues to move, which is 
what we need,” McCoy said. 

In addition to the traffic signal 
dilemma, truck access at the in- 
tersection remains a problem. 

The right turn from Rte. 38 north 
onto Lowell Street is too sharp for 
large trucks to negotiate, and 
many trucks use the Colonial 
Park Mall parking lot as a cut- 
through between the two road- 
ways. 

Ken McCowan, part-owner of the 
mall, asked if methods were avail- 
able to improve truck access at

the project.

TEWKSBURY- A proposed feder- 
al program could put big brother 
behind every bank counter. 

The “Know Your Customer” pro- 
gram intends to prevent financial 
crime, but methods for carrying 
out the program may constitute 
an invasion of bank customers pri- 
vacy. 

Know Your Customer would 
increase bank monitoring of cus- 
tomer transactions, and would 
create more stringent customer 
identification requirements. 

It, would require banks to create 
financial profiles of their cus- 
tomers, and determine what a 
customers average transaction 
habits were. In order to create 
their profile, customers would 
have to reveal all sources of 
income to banks, in order for 
banks to more accurately monitor

customer transactions. 

If a customer’s banking habits 
(withdrawal or deposit amounts) 
varied from their profile, then the 
customer might be required to 
answer questions about transac- 
tions that fell outside their profile, 
and a “suspicious transaction 
report” could be filed without the 
customers knowledge. 

The proposal also increases cus- 
tomer identification requirements. 

Cash deposits or withdrawals 
above certain thresholds will 
require identification, and a rec- 
ommendation contained in the 
proposal supports the use of new 
“electronic identification meth- 
ods” such as fingerprint scanners 
and facial recognition to aid in 
customer identification. 

Customers refusing to comply 
with the identification require- 
ments may also have suspicious 
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transaction report filed against 
them, and their bank account 
could be blocked, their accounts 
forfeited or their relationship with 
the bank could be severed. 

If a customer refused to comply 
with the Know Your Customer pro- 
visions, they may be barred from 
doing business with that particu- 
lar bank. 

Banks have opposed the Know 
Your Customer program because 
it would not apply to other finan- 
cial institutions such as credit 
unions and brokers, and the cost 
of implementing it will be high. 

“Banks could lose business to 
other financial institutions,” said 
Medford Bank senior vice presi- 
dent George Bargamian. “Cus- 
tomers don’t want banks to delve 
into their private business.” 

Reading Cooperative bank senior 
vice president Susan Muse said

This Saturday night, Wilming- 
ton native Norm Stone will once 
again be in the corner of Johnny 
“the Quietman" Ruiz who will be 
fighting on the undercard of the 
Evander Holyfield/Lennox Lewis 
fight. Stone, the trainer for Ruiz, 
feels this is the best shot for the 
Chelsea native to get a crack at the 
heavyweight title against the win- 
ner of Holyfield/Lewis 

“Johnny looks spectacular," said 
Stone. "He has been training for six 
weeks now and we've had nine spar- 
ing partners and only one has lasted. 
I just wish I didn't have to spar 
against him, I'm all bruised up." 

Ruiz comes into the fight with a 
33-3 record including 24 knockouts. 
He will be making his first defense 
of his WBA North American Heavy- 
weight Championship this Satur- 
day, March 13against MarioCawley 
(21-1, 16 KO's) at the Madison 
Square Garden.

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Beauty starts early 
before Wedding Day

It’s the creme de la creme of 
beauty rites: a bride preparing 
for her wedding day when she 
wants to look her most beauti- 
ful, every inch. 

Yes, a facial, body exfolia- 
tion, pedicure, waxing, and the 
perfect makeup are musts. 

Question: What if her skin 
breaks out from all the stress 
and extra pampering? Answer: 
Skincare and makeup experts 
say the best beauty plan starts 
months before the big day. 

“If the bride is trying franti- 
cally to put all this into the 
week before the wedding, she’s 
not going to be very success- 
ful,” says Kathryn Hamernik, 
global educator for Aveda, 
based in Minneapolis. 

Hamernik, Maureen 
Fletcher of the Clarins Spa in 
Houston and Jinger Heath, 
founder of BeautiControl, also 
in Houston, all recommend a 
beauty strategy starting three 
months before the wedding. Al- 
low enough time to have treat- 
ments and you'll have perfect 
skin on the wedding day, they 
say. 

Hamernik likes to align body 
treatments with facials. 
“Massage is probably the only 
thing I would recommend the 
day before,” she says. She sug- 
gests starting facials three 
months out and continuing to 


have them either once a week 
or twice a month until the wed- 
ding. Exfoliation treatments — 
possibly combined with a light 
self-tanning treatment — could 
begin one month out, followed 
by maintenance at home. 

Waxing treatments for 
eyebrow, lips, legs, underarms 
and bikini areas should be done 
about six weeks before the 
wedding, especially if the bride 
has sensitive skin. “She should 
have waxings no sooner than 
three weeks before the wed- 
ding. If she’s never done 
waxing, she should do a trial 
three months before,” says 
Hamernik. 

Consulting with a profes- 
sional is vital. Don’t attempt 
“Don’t use any new p! in 
the month before the ing, 
and if you have any skin 
lems like breakouts or eczema, 
consult with a dermatologist 
two months out to get a 
regimen,” says Dr. Bradford 
Katchen, a New York 
dermatologist. 

Once you have your beauty 
plan in place and are working 
with a professional, 
maintenance at home is essen- 
tial to assure optimum results, 
says Fletcher of Clarins. “We 
encourage the bride, a couple
